Call to tighten 
up on child 
internet safety 





THE number of cyber-relat¬ 
ed sex crimes fell dramati¬ 
cally in Suffolk from 37 to 
nine last year, according to 
the latest figures from the 
NSPCC. 

The figures for 2016/17 
compared to 2015/16 also 
show a slight fall in the 
number of cases in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire from 66 to 53. 

But the report reveals the 
pivotal role the internet 
plays in child sex offences. 

The youngest victim re¬ 
corded by Cambridgeshire 
police was just five years 
old. 

Across England and Wales 
more than 5,600 child sex 
crimes that had a cyber 
element were committed 
against children. 

This number has risen by 
more than a third (44 per 
cent) from 2015/16 when 39 
forces across England and 
Wales, who responded to 
the same Freedom of Infor¬ 
mation request by the NSP¬ 
CC, recorded 3,903 cyber- 
related sexual offences. 

This is the second year 
police have been required 
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to record - ‘cyber hag’ - any 
crime that involved the in¬ 
ternet. 

The latest figures show 
police are recording an av¬ 
erage of 15 internet-related 
sex crimes against children 
a day, highlighting a worry¬ 
ing trend in how predators 
are using the internet to tar¬ 
get children. 

Across England and 
Wales, for offences where 
age was recorded, 13 was 
the most common age of 
the victim (257) but there 
were nearly 100 offences 
committed against children 
aged 10 and under, with the 
youngest victim aged just 3 
years old. 

The NSPCC is calling on 
the next government to 
make child online safety a 
top priority. 

Peter Wanless, CEO of the 
NSPCC said: “These figures 
confirm our fears that of¬ 


fenders are exploiting the 
internet to target children 
for their own dark deeds. 

“Children also tell our 
Childline service they are 
being targeted online by 
adults who pose as children 
and try to meet them, or 
persuade them to perform 
sexual acts on webcams, 
before blackmailing them. 
This terrifies them and can 
leave some feeling worth¬ 
less, depressed and suicidal. 

“We cannot idly sit by 
knowing that more and 
more innocent young peo¬ 
ple are being harmed on¬ 
line. Today’s worrying data 
leaves the next government 
with no choice but to ur¬ 
gently address this issue. We 
are calling on them to force 
internet companies and so¬ 
cial media sites to adhere to 
rules that keep their young 
users safe.” 

The NSPCC is demanding 
changes including: an inde¬ 
pendent regulator to hold 
social media companies 
to account and fine them 
where they fail to protect 
children; government regu¬ 
lated minimum standards 
which internet companies 
must meet to safeguard 
children; and children to be 
automatically offered safer 
social media accounts, with 
default privacy settings, to 
protect them from harmful 
content and offenders who 
seek to prey on them.

Theft victim’s 
film revealing 
flawed lock 
is online hit

er’s door lock had been broken and 
hundreds of pounds worth of tools 
had been taken from the back. 

Alan reported the theft to police 
and claims the 101 operator told 
him that they receive a huge num¬ 
ber of calls reporting van theft eve¬ 
ry morning. 

But later that day, a colleague in¬ 
formed him of the easy way thieves 
are breaking into the new Ford 
Transits - after finding a flaw in the 
security system. 

By manually opening the only 
key-entry lock, the alarm is deac¬ 
tivated, making it even easier for 
thieves to go unnoticed. 

His recording has now been seen 
more than two million times in the 
past week and shared by more than 
21,000 people. 

During the video, Alan says: “All 
it takes is two twists of the mull 
grips. My van is then unlocked at 
the front and it then gives you full 
access to the back and side doors. 

“So if anyone’s got a Ford Tran¬ 
sit Custom, Connect or any other 
new-shape Transit, be aware to put 
deadlocks on and get it safe and se¬ 
cure. If not it takes two seconds, no 
noise.” 

In a response sent back to Alan, a 
spokesman for the motoring com¬ 
pany said: “Alongside the police, 
we make every effort to ensure our 
customers understand the poten¬ 
tial threats to the security of their 
vehicles from criminal gangs, and 
endeavour to develop preventative 
measures, wherever possible.” 


A VAN driver has revealed a two- 
second trick being used by thieves 
to break into Ford Transits. 

Alan Hills, a 26-year-old self- 
employed driver, produced a video 
that has been watched more than 
two million times. 

He recorded himself forcing the 
main lock after having £650 worth 
of power tools stolen from his work 
van. 

Haverhill and the surrounding 
area has seen a spate of tool thefts 
from the backs of vans, including 
Transits, in recent month, leading 
police to issue advice on theft pre¬ 
vention. 

Alan, from St Neots, is one of the 
latest to fall victim to the simple 
technique to break into a van and 
has since heard of hundreds of oth¬ 
er drivers who have been targeted 
in the same way. 

He has criticised Ford’s vehicle 
security and hopes he can encour¬ 
age the company to improve the 
locks being fitted on new models. 

Alan, who took delivery of his van 
only five weeks ago, said: “All you 
need is a set of pliers and you can 
get into any brand new Ford van. 

“When you pay £30,000 for a new 
vehicle, you expect it to be safe and 
secure, so I want to get the message 
out there. 

“I’m not trying to tell people who 
don’t know about it how to break 
into a van. 

“I’m trying to encourage drivers 
to get better locks fitted to stop it 
happening.” 

Alan, who is contracted to 
work for double glazing firm Saf- 
eStyle UK, left his home on Tues¬ 
day morning, May 23, to find his 
17-plate Transit van unlocked. 

He soon realised the main driv-

award for school

Youth project sees 37 per cent 
fall in anti-social behaviour 


A PROJECT that runs alternative 
sports projects for youngsters to 
prevent them getting involved in 
crime and anti-social behaviour 
is proving a great success. 

Catch 22 Suffolk Positive Fu¬ 
tures currently runs projects in 
nine towns across Suffolk - in¬ 
cluding Haverhill and Newmar¬ 
ket - and across all there has 
been a 37 per cent fall in the re¬ 
corded number of anti-social be¬ 
haviour incidents since 2014. 

The project aims to transform 
young people’s lives and make a 
significant impact on reducing 
crime and youth violence in de¬ 
prived communities, while tack¬ 
ling feelings of hopelessness. 

Paul Knight, Suffolk Positive 
Futures project manager, said 
“Obviously we can’t take all the 
credit for the reduction in the re¬ 
corded number of anti-social be¬ 
haviour incidents, however, our 
free weekly sessions of football, 
boxing, street dance and multi 
sports continue to attract large 
numbers of young people in 
these deprived areas, and we def¬ 
initely offer a positive alternative 
to poor behavioural choices.”

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Most of the volunteers at Suf¬ 
folk Positive Futures are young 
people who have come through 
the service and gone from being 
a participant to wanting to give 
something back. 

In the last five years the pro¬ 
ject has worked with 5,000 
young people between the ages 
of 10 and 19 and has had more 
than 50,000 people attend sports 
sessions. 

Tim Passmore, Suffolk’s Police 
and Crime Commissioner, said: 
“I have seen first-hand the posi¬ 
tive impact that Suffolk Positive 
Futures can have on young peo¬ 
ple and I’d like to think the re¬ 
duction in anti-social behaviour 
can be linked in some way to 
the various programmes funded 
through my crime and disorder 
reduction grants.” 

He added: “All too often young 
people make a wrong choice as 
teenagers and this limits their 
choices in the future. 


“By showing our young people 
how to make positive life choices 
they become good citizens and 
giving them positive role mod¬ 
els will help them to become 
more confident and principled 
adults.” 

He said: “Whilst I know it’s not 
all about sport and dance, never¬ 
theless this approach helps our 
youngsters know what’s right or 
wrong and to have a purpose in 
life. 

“I am a huge supporter of Suf¬ 
folk Positive Futures and will 
continue to help them whenever 
I can - more power to their el¬ 
bow.” 

Sessions are run every Friday 
night 7pm-9pm at Haverhill 
Sports Centre and in Newmar¬ 
ket two sessions are run, a girls’ 
football session on a Monday 
evening at 5.30pm and the other 
sports session on Friday nights 
between 8pm and 10pm.

Medical 
records 
project 
rolled out

A PILOT project to make medical treatment 
for patients faster is being rolled out across 
West Suffolk. 

The project, called Health Information Ex¬ 
change (HIE), gives GPs and hospital staff a 
secure way to access patients’ medical re¬ 
cords and make treatment times faster. 

Patients need to give consent for their data 
to be shared but, according to NHS Suffolk, 
the new scheme will reduce the time GPs and 
hospital staff waste chasing up each other’s 
medical notes. 

The pilot scheme launched last year ini¬ 
tially involved volunteers from Hardwicke 
House, which has practices in Sudbury, Great 
Conrad, Bures and Clare. 

Phil Worsley, secretary of the Patient Partici¬ 
pation Group at Hardwicke House, said: “My 
fellow PPG members and I think that the prin¬ 
ciple of sharing medical records between GPs 
and hospitals is an excellent initiative. 

“Some people get uptight about the thought 
of their personal data being shared, but our 
members were happy to give consent for their 
medical records to be accessed. 

“Many people have experienced cancelled 
or wasted appointments due to their GP or 
hospital staff not being able to access each 
other’s records. 

“Only recently, a patient who had been dis¬ 
charged from West Suffolk Hospital told me 
their GP was able to access all their records 
from the ward and consultant the following 
day.” 

Eventually it’s hoped this project in West 
Suffolk will help with the NHS plan to be com¬ 
pletely paperless by 2020. 

Mr Worsley said: “If we want a sustainable 
local hospital we have to move processes into 
the 21st Century and use technology to help 
us to help patients.” 

Dr Dermot O’Riordan, chief clinical infor¬ 
mation officer for the West Suffolk NHS Foun¬ 
dation Trust, said the HIE scheme would ben¬ 
efit patients hugely. 

“It’s really exciting because it breaks down 
the barriers between different clinical IT sys¬ 
tems regarding the information being held on 
patients,” he said. 

“The scheme enables GPs and hospital cli¬ 
nicians to access the most up-to-date data 
held on an individual. This information is 
only used for direct patient care. 

“If a confused patient is admitted to hospi¬ 
tal overnight we can access their GP records 
to see what medication they’re on and what 
allergies they might have. We can also check 
if they have underlying chronic health prob¬ 
lems. 

“We’ve already had examples of cancer 
treatment being sped up because fellow clini¬ 
cians have been able to see the results of tests 
patients had already undergone.” 

The pilot scheme is currently being rolled 
out to the Market Cross, Botesdale, Woolpit, 
Brandon, Victoria Street, Angel Hill, Long 
Melford, Wickhambrook, Stanton and Clare 
Guildhall practices. It is hoped to extend the 
scheme to the remaining 13 practices in West 
Suffolk - all of which use a different IT system 
- by the end of summer.

Struggling GP surgery opens its 
doors for public consultation

A STRUGGLING Haverhill GP sur¬ 
gery which is being overhauled due 
to staff shortages has opened its 
doors to patients to talk through 
the imminent changes. 

Christmas Makings and Cle¬ 
ments GP practice on Greenfields 
Way is being taken over by the Suf¬ 
folk GP Federation this month. 

The practice has failed to attract 
new doctors and nurses resulting 
in above average waiting times for 
patients. 

Dr Fiona Andrews, senior partner 
at Christmas Makings and Clem¬ 
ents Practice, said: “We can assure 
everybody that the practice will 
continue to operate with our pa¬ 
tients’ best interests in mind. How¬ 
ever, the way we do certain things 
will have to change. 

“The first come, first served ap¬ 
pointment system that we cur¬ 
rently operate will be replaced. In¬ 
stead, patients will have to phone 
the practice in advance and they 


will be allocated an appropriate ap¬ 
pointment either on the same day 
or later in the week - depending on 
why they are calling. 

“In addition, we will also be tak¬ 
ing a stronger stance against un¬ 
acceptable patient behaviour. We 
expect all our patients to treat staff 


with respect. Anyone deemed to 
be acting inappropriately will be 
dealt with according to our govern¬ 
ing policies and procedures. This 
could either take the form of a writ¬ 
ten warning or - if the incident is 
particularly serious - immediate 
removal from the patient list.” 


Patients were invited to the sur¬ 
gery on Tuesday to hear more about 
the changes and ask questions 
about the effect they may have. 

As part of the changes a Christ¬ 
mas Makings and Clements Prac¬ 
tice board will be set up that will 
be responsible for the future devel¬ 


opment of the surgery and include 
both staff and patient representa¬ 
tives. 

It is the first time an employee 
and patient board will be respon¬ 
sible for managing a GP practice in 
Suffolk. 

Dr Paul Driscoll, medical director 
and chairman of Suffolk GP Federa¬ 
tion, said: “The focus is very much 
on ensuring that Christmas Mak¬ 
ings and Clements remains a sus¬ 
tainable, local practice for the peo¬ 
ple of Haverhill and surrounding 
areas including the sister practice 
in Kedington. 

“The patient information even¬ 
ing provided an opportunity for 
patients to learn more about the 
changes that are taking place. We 
understand that people may have a 
lot of questions and we are keen for 
them to provide feedback and share 
their views. We will also be launch¬ 
ing a Christmas Makings and Cle¬ 
ments Facebook page where we 
will keep everybody updated.” 

Suffolk GP Federation is a not- 
for-profit organisation of 59 in¬ 
dependent GP practices covering 
580,000 patients throughout Suf¬ 
folk.

P hilosopher Aristotle said

and blues, fantastical cocktails and 
hearty food. 

Hong Kong Island is the city's

You can easily lose a few hours 
sipping cocktails on the Red Sugar 
bar's veranda, or dining at its 
restaurant Hung Tong - where 
executive chef Matthew Benninlc's 
menu fuses traditional Cantonese 
recipes with a forward thinking 
approach to food. 

And as Hong Kong is Cathay 
Pacific's Asian hub, it's possible to fly 
on almost anywhere in Asia, 
Australia and New Zealand if you 


want to continue exploring. 

Eventually the time will come 
when you have to tear yourself away 
and return home. But the disap¬ 
pointment of a journey's end is made 
all the more bearable when you're 
on-board Cathay Pacific's A350.

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CRIME WRITER DIANE JANES ON HER DETERMINATION TO FIND A KILLER 



T HE case of Evelyn Foster's 
murder was fascinating to 
me. Found 70 feet away 
from the road crawling out 
of her flame-engulfed car, 
she'd used her dying breaths to 
explain what had happened to her. 

But the case had never been 
solved. So, 86 years on, I set out to 
sdo just that. 

Being a crime writer, I’m always 
after something new to sink my 
teeth into. When anyone dies, 
there's a coroner’s inquest that gets 
filed away for 75 years. After that, 
they're open to the public. In the 
case of Evelyn Foster, I was met 
with crates and crates of paper. 

But it was obvious the records 
had been shoved in, all scrunched 
up and chaotic. Why had they been 
so desperate to close the case? 

In 1931, the Chief Constable of 
Northumberland was in charge of 
the Evelyn’s case. His views were 
Victorian and outdated. He was set 
to retire in little over a year, and it 
was fair to say that during his time 
on the investigation he was winding 
down. Many even reported he was 
incompetent. 

And, for reasons that became 
clear as I investigated, he didn't 
like Evelyn at all. But the more I 
read about her, the more I liked her. 

KNOWING EVELYN 

SHE was 28 and drove a taxi for her 
father's business. She did a regular 
taxi run on market days, picking up 
passengers from where the bus 
stopped and taking them the 
remainder of their jouney. 

On 5 January 1931, she'd finished 
her shift, but was stopped by a man 
waiting at a road junction on her 
way home. He'd been dropped off 
by another car and was looking to 
continue to Newcastle on the bus. 

In the freezing cold and dark, 
Evelyn explained he'd missed the 
bus by 20 minutes, but, as she was 
heading in that direction, she'd do 
the journey. 

It was a high-fare job and Evelyn 
dropped him off at a pub, suggest¬ 
ing he ask any of the punters if they 
were heading that way as it would 
save him the fare. While he asked, 
she went to get extra petrol. No one 
was heading to Newcastle, but at 
least she'd tried to help him out. 

It would be the last job she ever 
took. Hours later, her frantic 
parents, who were looking for her, 
were met by a scene of carnage. 

Her car, destroyed by fire, was 
found off-road on a sharp bend 


called 'Wolf's Nick! Evelyn, who had 
crawled from the car and rolled to 
put out the flames on her body, was 
scooped up by her dad and rushed 
home to see a doctor. 

Taking one look at her, the doctor 
knew she wouldn’t make it. As the 
police turned up to interview her, 
she used her last moments to 
describe the person who had done 
this to her. He was 5ft 8in, dressed 
in an overcoat and a bowler hat. 

She explained he’d hit her, taken 
control of the car, thrown her in the 
back, and 'interfered' with her. 

It was impossible to determine 
what she meant by 'interfered! 

Her mother was convinced 
Evelyn had been raped, but later 
inspection found no evidence. 

From that moment, the Chief 
Constable became convinced 
Evelyn had lied. In those days, if 
women got to an age like 28 without 
marrying, they were often deemed 
hysterical. He portrayed her as a 
dirty-minded spinster who cried 
wolf and even suggested the whole 
thing was an accident - with 
insurance due on her car, he said it 
was a cash scam gone wrong. 

But it wasn’t a view shared by 
everyone. Evelyn said she crawled 
out of the back of the car. But the 
driver's door was wide open - 
someone else had been driving. 

Officers worked 14-hour 
days collecting more than 100 
statements, but not one person saw 
the accused man. He never went 
inside the pub, and when the police 
asked for the man who had 


dropped him off to come forward, 
nobody did. To the Chief Constable, 
this all meant it hadn't happened. 
Case closed. 

As I started going through the 
statements, it became clear some of 
the timings in the case didn't add 
up. I tried every single eventuality 
and found there was a window of 
time when there was nobody on the 
village street - the exact time the 
accused would have got out and 
waited for Evelyn. No one saw him 
because no one was there. At that 
moment, I had no doubt, Evelyn 
had been telling the truth. 

CRUCIAL EVIDENCE 

WHEN I realised that, I started to 
feel so angry with the Constable. He 
hadn't listened to anyone’s opinion 
and had developed an irrational 
loathing of the victim. 

This poor woman had been 
accused of such vile things when 
she had been the victim. And, when 
I stumbled across a crucial piece of 
evidence that was ignored, I felt the 
case was unforgiveable. 

Someone had in fact reported 
meeting a gentleman fitting 
Evelyn’s description. He'd seen 
this man’s face on the front of a 
newspaper after he'd been charged 
and imprisoned for four years for a 
previous sexual assault and it 
triggered a memory. 

He said when he'd met this 
man the case had come up in 
conversation and he had said, 'She 
got what she deserved.’ 

An odd thing to say to a stranger. 


The man was also wearing an 
overcoat, a bowler hat, and spoke 
about how he regularly stopped 
people for lifts. However, the chief 
constable had no interest in 
interviewing this man. It’s thought 
he said to his staff, 'the chap 
concerned is a soldier, so go and 
ask his colleagues what they think if 
you like.' Sure enough, it turned out 
he was on leave from the army at 
the time of the murder. 

There are no fingerprints, no 
DNA, but I’m convinced he did it. 

Evelyn's family was never made 
aware of this lead. Her death utterly 
destroyed the Fosters. 

One of the statements from a 
policeman read, 'We haven’t found 
a single thing to prove what she 
said, but we also haven’t found a 
single thing to disprove it.’ It was 
clear they wanted to help. 

I believe the Chief Constable 
became angry that they carried on 
looking into it and that’s why the 
files were shoved away. 

I hope Evelyn knows nobody has 
forgotten her, and, that by trying to 
prove the truth, I can finally get 
justice for her.

F you've got it, flaunt it. Or, as Maserati 
does with its first SUV, make it big and 
bold. 

A pencil's width longer than a Range 
Rover and easily as in-yer-face as the 
biggest-grilled Audis, the new Levante is not 
a car to be easily ignored. 

Named after a warm Mediterranean 
wind, the Levante is put together in a 
famous old former Fiat factory in Turin 
and is 100 per cent Italian, from looks and 
engine to the way you'll react on opening a 
door for the first time. 

Especially if your Levante comes with the 
£5,950 luxury pack option and is finished 
in soft brown leather that makes it more 
contemporary luxury hotel lobby than a 
mere means of transport. 

That not insignificant sum comes on 
top of the car's £54,355 list price and 
indicates that Maserati wants its Levante to 
be considered alongside all the other SUVs 
emerging from car makers who up to now 
saw no case for big, high riding cars that 
could tackle muddy tracks as confidently as 
take you into town. 

The cost of entry buys you a car whose 
beefy 271 bhp 3.0 litre V6 diesel engine 


helps produce impressive performance 
figures; a top speed of 143mph and zero to 
62mph in 6.9 seconds. 

That would be good going in a more 
modestly sized saloon, let alone a bruiser of 
an SUV that tips the scales (empty) at more 
than 2.2 tonnes. 

Just announced - if you need still more 
performance from your Levante and have 
deeper pockets - is the 424bhp petrol 
version at £70,755. 

Its V6 engine is designed and built by 
Ferrari and takes the Levante S to 164mph 
and reaches 62mph in 5.2 seconds. 

Most people will find the diesel perky 
enough. A bit lethargic from slow speeds, 
it needs its eight-speed automatic gearbox 
rodded into action, when this big car fairly 
olts forward and makes enough proper 
"fast Italian car" noise to enjoy the feeling. 

Not that many owners will want to 
threaten their car's paintwork with stiff off- 
roading, but the car will go places you'd not 
expect something with a Maserati badge to 
venture. 

It may be a big car but there is no more 
than enough space for rear seat passengers 
and the boot is short of huge too.

Honda has a lot riding 
on its upgraded Civic 


B IGGER isn't always better, 

especially in today's car world 
where more from less is the 
modern mantra. 

That's why you can now buy a big 
car with an engine so apparently small 
and feeble that there's no hint of its 
size in chrome on the boot lid. 

In truth, the clever people buried 
deep in the car makers' engineering 
departments have cracked the less-is- 
more conundrum and given us a new 
generation of tiny petrol engines that 
perform like lions. 

Most - 70 per cent - of the latest 
Honda Civic will be sold with an 
engine that features only three 
cylinders and displaces a mere one 
litre. 

In compensation, it puts out 127 
horsepower and rows the new car 
along with complete conviction while 
using, on paper at least, less fuel than 
either the old 1.4 or 1.8 litre units of 
the old model. 

If you insist on something bigger 
under the bonnet there's a 1.5 litre 
petrol engine ready to assist, but it will 
be a rarer sight on your local dealer's 
inventory. 

Whichever engine you go for - the 
diesel from the old car arrives later 
this year - the new Civic is longer by 
13cms, wider by 3cms and lower by 
2cms than the outgoing model. 

That brings a boot as big, at a 
cavernous 478 litres, as anything 
in the sector - Focus and Golf are 
obvious comparisons. 

You don't need a tape measure to 
know the latest Civic is larger than 
before - with much more aggressive 
lines and big black, fake, air intakes 
and outlets front and rear - it looks

larger from a hundred paces. 

Lower, though, in a effort to add a 
sporty touch and a height reduction 
that means there is no longer room 
for the fuel tank beneath the front 
seats and that means farewell to the 
clever "magic" rear seat which flipped 
to let you pack a smallish bicycle 
behind the driver. 

Also lacking from the newcomer 
is a dashboard that looked more like 
an arcade game display than a sober 
information dispenser. The new one is 
much more conventional. 


New Civic prices start at £18,335 
for an entry level SE and top out 
with the £27,295 Prestige with larger 
1.5 petrol engine and automatic 
transmission. 

The manual gearbox is smooth 
and light enough to make a sensible 
choice for most drivers, but the auto 
will go down well with owners who 
spend their lives in town or traffic 
jams. A significant 40 per cent of 
Civics are likely to be autos. 

The official figures give the 1.0 litre 
engine a C02 output from 106g/km 


and 55.4mpg overall with the 1.5 litre 
from 133g/km and 46.3mpg average. 

New suspension, newly 
independent at the rear, brings a ride 
that verges on the soft but the push 
of a button in some higher grade 
versions stiffens things up and makes 
the car feel much more playful on the 
corners. 

The latest Civic represents the 
largest single model development 
programme in Honda's history, so 
there's a lot riding on the success of 
the bigger, yet smaller new baby.
